A London dispatch, of March 20th, 


conveys the subjoined: 


During the past week there has been 


a most interesting and important sale at 
tho rooms of Christie, Manson & Woods, 
of the autograph letters, official docu- 
ments and portraits referring to Na- 
poleon and his family, including the 
Dawaon collection, which concerned the 
entire history of the captivity of Napo- 
leon at St. Helena, purchased by Baron 
Heath and afterward enlarged by him. 
The Napoleon collection was hound up 
in three large quarto volumes, elabor- 
ately ornamented with the arms of the 
Emperor and the bee at the corners and 
back. 


The autographs, says the News, were, 


with one exception, the minutes which 
Bonaparte had written on the margins 
of various official documents, all in his 
irregularly soribbled and illegible hand, 
very brief and to the purpose. The one 
letter to which special interest attached 
was from him to the Empress Josephine, 
but this, to the surprise of everybody, 
could not be found in its place in the 
volume, and though every effort was 
made to find it, it was not discovered 
until just before the hour of sale, when 
fortunately it was found among a great 
number of loose letters, and thus the 
collection was made complete, and no 
doubt brought a much higher sum than 
it would have sold for without this let- 
ter.
